“We have taken over the assets of the 
Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co., we have 
guaranteed the company’s deposits and 
we have paid a bonus for the good will 
of the company. It is not a merger or 
» consolidation. We bought no stock.” 

Secretary of State Swanger, who was 
in eonsultation with the directors of the 
two companies before the purchase, said 
Monday to a Post-Dispatch reperter that 
the magnitude of the interests involved 
had caused hini to take a personal in- 
terest in the transaction. 

“My office requires me to see that the 
interests of the Missouri-Lincoln’s de- 
positors and creditors are protected, and 
{ am thoroughly satisfied with the way 
tin which this has been done,” said he. 


Some Stockholders Surprised. 

Many stockholders of the. Missouri- 
fincoln company called at the com- 
pany’s office Monday. Some said that 
they had not been consulted and that 
they were greatly surprised by the ac- 
tion which had been taken. Others ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the business 
had been placed in the hands of the 
Mercantile. 

Fer several woeks there have been 
rumors in financial circles’ that rival 
trust companies were attempting to ab- 
sorb the Missouri-Lincoiln. 

The Mercantile’s offer for the Missour!- 
Lincoln followe@ an unsuccessful at- 
tempt of the Commenwealth to acquire 
that institution. 

The Commonwealth's bid was too low, 
and the plan to unite the Missouri-Lin- 
colnm with the Edwards-National Bank 
of Commerce interests failed. The Mis- 
siasippi Valley also interested itself in 
Missouri-Lincoln affairs, though it is not 
of record that a forma! offer was made. 

The prospect of a battle for the shares 
of the Missouri-Lincoln did not prevent 
a falling in the stock of the. company. 
and it lost 12% points within the ten

Was Fully Trusted. 

Bartlett is % years old and had been 
married a year at the time of his ar- 
rest, May 18. He had been with the coal 
company 14 years, beginning as a clerk 
in a mine near Edwardsville. He was 
trusted by J. C. Howe, treasurer of the 
company, who made him cashier. 

When he commenced more than three 
years ago to use the company’s money 
in speculation, he adepted a plan of 
withholding cash payments made to the 
company, crediting them to persons who 
paid later. On some days he held out 
more than a score of collections. 

He had charge of the sending out of 
statements to debtors of the firm, and 
suppressed letters to persons whose 
payments he had held out. He would 
then credit these persons with paying 
the next money he received. This plan 
availed him through numerous investi- 
gations of his books.

The abortive result of more tuan two years of 
agitation and hard work shows that it is going 
to be exceedingly difficult to remedy this situa- 
tion. 
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DEATH AND THE CHEAP DAY COACH. 

Railroads build freight cars of varying strength 
to suit their purpose. Precious freight is not car- 
ried in the lightest and cheapest cars. But what 
is good economy in carrying freight does not ap- 
pear to be realized by most American roads in 
the packing and transportation of humanity. Hu- 
manity might be regarded as the cheapest freight, 
judging by the way it is crowded into cheap, frail 
day coaches. Cheap freight, however, is hauled 
slowly, while passengers are shipped at top speed 
in the maximum danger of collision. 

The records of catastrophe extending back 
nearly to the beginning of railroading prove the 
day coach, in which the vast majority of pas- 
séngers travel, to be a death trap; whereas by 
the same records the heavier built sleeping car 
is shown to be adequate to protect life and limb 
in the inevitable and common collision. 

Of-late years the danger to the day coach is 
increased by the fact that other rolling stock is 
relatively heavier. The passenger engines of to- 
day are two, three and four times weightier than 
they were a generation ago, while the tendency has 
been to add tons to the weight of the elaborately 
constructed Pullmans. The day coach which is 
not increased in strength is telescoped when 
caught between the battering-ram weights and 
forces on either end. Every crash expends its 
chief destructive power upon the flimsy day 
coach, the point of least resistance. 

A half-century ago, when there was little or 
no disparity in the proportions of weight and 
strength, the damage was distributed throughout 
the length of a train, ana the deaths in pro- 
portion to accidents were fewer. About two 
deaths to every collision was the average in 1853. 
Nowadays these disasters of monthly and almost 
weekly occurrence number their victims by scores. 

And nearly uniformly the day coach which was 
a light and brittle box is found to be the crushed 
and: splintered mass from which the dead are 
taken. 

The old, common. protest that the railroads 
hold life too cheap has never singled out the 
cause; otherwise it might have been effective. 
Surely no Detter demonstration of the main 
fault could be had than that which the familiar 
news with terrible frequency supplies. And 
surely it is time for a land-wide concentration 
of protest, expressed in forceful, specific legisla- 
tion, against this particular criminal economy 
which conducts wholesale slaughter. 
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A lid should be immediately placed upon drunk- 
en chauffeurs. Some of them are dangerous even 
when sober. 
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PUGILISM SHOWS A FAINT SIGN OF LIFE.

In response Jeffries has 
broken all the ring records of modern times by 
getting mad.

Even the dove of peace loses its temper oftener 
than prize fighters do. As a class these men are 
milder of manner than any who ever scuttled 
ships or slit wallets, blander of disposition than 
sweet milk and harmless as French duellists. 
Not in 10 years, since the mutually mad Kid Mc- 
Coy and Joé Choyinski knocked each other out 
at the same time, has any of them permitted his 
angry passions to get the better of him. 

But even the worm will turn. Slow of wrath 
as he is of action, but terribie in both when 
aroused, Jeffries now rants, fumes, roars, storms 
and cries for a chance to “get at” this O’Brien 
party. Just one punch, in private, and with no 
gate receipts attached, is all he asks. This seems 
to be the expression of an honest emotion, and 
all real sport lovers will hope that in some way 
the modest request may be granted. 

Mr. Jeffries, who by his equine proportions as 
well as by his customary marked docility of tem- 
per reminds one of nothing so much as the 
Houyhnhnms encountered by Gulliver, might 
nevertheless fight very interestingly if he really 
meant to, and as for O’Brien, he would necessarily 
take the affair in earnest, whether he made it a 
foot race or not. Even a genuinely contested 
sprinting match in the ring, with the loser penal- 
ized by one good, sincere, angry punch, would be

gudgeons and good things who have paid to see 
slugging matches and have been rewarded by par- 
lor calisthenics these many decadent years. 
Arrange a meeting, then, between the honest 
champion and his traducer, without purse and 
without price; but let it not be private.

“Just one 
punch,” if it was a real punch, delivered for its 
own sake, would do the hearts of true lovers of 
sport more good than anything that has hap- 
pened in the ring for a dreary decade. First, how- 
ever, it will be necessary to catch Jack O’Brien. 
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The country constable indicted for perjury in 
connection with a lid case now says that he was 
too drunk to know whether liquors were sold or 
not. While this presents a seeming discrepancy 
at first blush, the longer it is studied the better 
it appears as a technical defense to a charge of 
knowingly falsifying.

HAPPY EX-WIFE. 
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Information About Chiggers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I see that the diminutive red body parasites vari- 
ously known as chigger, etc., and under all names 4a; 
great pest, is the subject of discussion in the Post- 
Dispatch. The chigger of the West Indies and South 
America referred to by “A. B. CC.” belongs to the 
flea family, burrows under the skin, especially of 
the feet, distends with the development of eggs, and 
after causes bad sores. The native pest buries it- 
self in the skin, but not for the purpose, of laying 
eggs. The bite is slightly poisonous, as shown by 
the pink or red color around the puncture, but never 
dangerous, and seldom serious. The welts and 
sores are usually due to abrasions caused by the 
finger nails. Under the wings of drooping chickens 
in the country I have seen bunches, probably thou- 
sands, of the little tormentors. In infested districts, 
and with people. whose work is such that they can- 
not fight chiggers all the time, it is a serious mat- 
ter, and I have long thought that there is much !n- 
convenience and often acute suffering because of a 
lack of sensible information on this subject. These 
parasites, like a good Many others, breathe through 
pores in their bodies, and oi] or grease of any kind 
is at once fatal to them. City people may go into 
the woods in summer with impunity if they will use 
simple precautions. Ordinarily the little blood suck- 
ers are several hours working through the clothing, 
except, perhaps, below the knees, and if al] cloth- 
ing is changed at the close of the day, including 
shoes and. everything, ai careful bath with 
plenty of soap well rubbed in, is often al] that ‘s 
necessary. If, however, they begin to get in their 
work earlier, a touch of lard, vaseline or coal oil is 
the thing. On extended outing trips, a strong 8°- 
lution of salt serves a g00d purpose, as its free use 
is not so objectionable. 

As far as possible, avoid the woods, grasses, rocks, 
old logs and especially forego blackberries, as th* 
“patches” are usually full of chiggers, and often 
frequented by rattlesnakes. Children, boys and girls, 
men and women should know these things, 4nd 
should not be over-modest or foolhardy. Do not 
listen to any one who says that persona] cleanliness 
affords immunity, for the fact is that while the 
woodchopper, whose body is covered by perspiration 
and the natural olls, is practically exempt, the free 
user of soap and water, just from a Turkish bath. 
with new clothes and spotless linen, is just in sit 
condition for the average backwoods chigger. If 4"Y 
one knows of any means that are destructive 
them in their native haunts, I should like to hear 
from him through the Post-Dispatch.

Coach Crane has introduced several in- 
novations, among them that of open 
practice for the entire season. In 4n-
